“Fair and much colder this 
afternoon and night,” said the 
Weather 
Bureau 
at 
Miami,

pected to reach 34 to 38 along 
the waterfront and 29 to 33 in 
farming areas. 


It was a grim warning to a 
state which has been blasted 
by repeated cold since mid- 
December. Many millions of 
dollars worth of citrus and veg­ 
etables were lost, range cattle 
have died and disgusted tour­ 
ists have gone home. 


Thousands of farm workers 
were left jobless when severe 
cold wiped out crops.

of the South. 


In Florida, three inches of 
snow fell at Tallahassee, two 
inches at Panama City on the 
Gulf of Mexico and an inch at 
nearby Pensacola.

The 
one-inch fall was New Orleans’ 
heaviest in 59 years.

Sausalito city planners last 
n;ght left the door open to per­ 
mit installation of a mineral 
processing plant in the former 
Marinship area, described by 
its backers as a pilot project 
which could lead to a five-mil­ 
lion dollar development.

would produce silicon dioxide 
plus some 20 other mineral 
products including aluminum 
sulphate, zinc, copper, sulphur 
dioxide and many others.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
We Need To Get National 
Guard Armory Going Now 


The C alifornia National Guard is a 
valuable, reliable part of our national 
defense. 
Here in Marin we have an 
active unit of that organization. Com­ 
pany D, 579th Engineering Battalion. 
This is Muster W eek for the National 
Guard. As a part of Muster Week. Com­ 
pany D held open house at Fairfax 
pavilion. A few Marinites showed up; 
not too many were expected. 
But those who did looked around at 
the decrepit old pavilion, the inadequate 
facilities with which the guard unit is 
working, and must have asked th e m ­ 
selves these questions: 
What ever happened 
to 
all 
that 
money the state set aside for building a 
new National Guard arm ory in Marin^ 
Why hasn't it been built on the county 
fairgrounds site at Santa Venetia, as 
has been promised for years? 
These are good questions. Two acres 
of the fairgrounds site have been set 
aside for the armory. It is planned as 
the first structure to be built on the 
fairgrounds and would be the nucleus 
of fair buildings of the future. 
It has been five years or so now since 
the state legislature set up something 
like a quarter of a million dollars for 
the construction of an arm ory in Marin. 
A search got underw ay for a site. 
San 
Rafael suggested the old bathhouse site 
near the railroad freight station; then 
they decided to make a parking lot of it. 
Mill Valley suggested putting it in the 


garbage dum p area, then forgot about 
it as the county offered the fairgrounds 
site. 
As luck would have it, although the 
sale of the fairgrounds and civic center 
property was completed a couple of 
years ago, the parcel with the armory 
site in it was in dispute and was settled 
only a few months ago. However it is 
clear and available right now. 
So what's holding things up? 
Certainly county government should 
be interested in getting things going be­ 
cause they promised the state a fair 
building would be built on the site be­ 
fore too long. 
Certainly the National Guard is in­ 
terested, as anyone w ho visits the pavil­ 
ion will attest. Not only that but Com 
pany D is only at about half strength 
and wishes it had good enough facilities 
to help interest Marin's youth and vet­ 
erans in joining up. 
« 
And we can think of other groups 
who should be vitally interested in get­ 
ting the job going. Building is in the 
doldrums. 
Construction of a quarter 
million dollar armory wouldn't solve the 
problem of the building trades— but it 
would sure help. 
If these groups would get together, 
perhaps they could put enough pressure 
on the state,, the federal government, 
the National Guard and whoever else 
necessary to get the armory construc­ 
tion under wav.

WASHINGTON OP — Gen. 
Curtis E. LeMav is a worried 
man. 
Anyone else who believed 
what LeMay believes about 
the 
state 
of 
our 
defenses 
probably would be a frighten­ 
ed man. 
But when you look at Le­ 
May s round, impassive face, 
with the cigar clamped de­ 
fiantly in his jaw, you feel 
that this man has never really 
been 
frightened. 
Alarmed, 
perhaps, but not frightened. 
"I think,” he said slowdy, 
biting viciously at his cigar, 
“that the situation is more 
dangerous 
than 
the 
public 
seems to realize. 
"I am not willing to con­ 
cede defeat, ever. But we 
have a long way to go. I do 
not believe we are acting fast 
enough.” 


LE MAY IS THE FOUR- 
STAR general who built our 
atom-bomber force, the Stra­ 
tegic Air Command. Now h e’s 
vice chief of staff of the U. S. 
Air Force. Because he has be­ 
come a personal symbol of the 
air power which is America's 
principal shield against ag­ 
gression, he was chosen to 
represent the military profes­ 
sion in answering the ques­ 
tion which the United Press 
asked of six leading Ameri­ 
cans: 
"W hat troubles you most as 
you look at America today?” 
His answer was "com pla­ 
cency—lack of understanding 
of the threat we face.” 
LeMay is the most grimly 
earnest man this reporter has 
ever met. He did not smile 
once during the 
interview. 
There was no chit-chat. 


LIKE ALL TOP military of­ 
ficials today, LeMay is requir­ 
ed to submit his public u tter­ 
ances to Defense D epartment 
clearance. You suspect this 
requirem ent i n h i b i t s him, 
that what he could say on the 
record was only a shadow of 
the concern he feels. 
But what he said was dis­ 
turbing enough: 
The Russians are rapidly 
overtaking us in strategic air 
power — airplane power. "I 
personally believe that if the 
present trend continues, the 
Soviet 
fleet 
of 
long-range 
bombers may well be might­ 
ier than our own in a short 


tim e— perhaps 1959, by 1960 
at the latest.” If and when 
that happens, we will be wide 
open to a surprise attack. 
LeMay does not agree with 
the theory held widely else­ 
where in the Pentagon that 
war is unlikely, so long as 
America 
has 
s u f f i c i e n t 
strength to strike back hard. 


"I JUST CANT believe that 
you can deter anyone from at­ 
tacking you when you have 
less 
military strength than 
they have." he said "Security 
to me calls for creating a sit­ 
uation which makes it clear 
to all the world who is ahead 
and 
who 
is 
going 
to win 
hands-down if there is a war." 
LeMay cannot understand 
why Americans 
ignore the 
threat of Russia’s long-range 
atom bombers and then go 
into a flip over the possibility 
that the 
Russians 
m ay be 
ahead of us in developing mis­ 
siles. He believes it will be 
“several more years" before 
missiles— theirs or ours—re ­ 
place the manned bomber as 
the chief weapon of modern 
war. 
While others w'ere reading 
with alarm about the sputniks, 
LeMay brooded over a brief 
announcem ent from Moscow 
that Russia has a new manned 
bomber of great speed and 
range. On the basis of past 
experience, he sees no reason 
to doubt the Soviet claim.

The parochial school will 
have eight classrooms, adm in­ 
istrative and service space.

The blond, six-foot airman 
from the Bronx, after thoreti- 
cally flying over lunar wastes, 
was speeding earthward again 
in his make-believe flight in a 
compact space cabin. 
The airman, still bright and 
chipper, completed the half­ 
way mark at 9:35 p.m. yester­ 
day. 
His seven-day flight is 
scheduled to end Sunday. 
“ We are constantly surpris­ 
ed." said Lt. Col. George R. 
Steinkamp, “at Farrell’s con­ 
tinual alertness, lack of fatigue, 
and especially his lack of bore­ 
dom.” 
Steinkamp is head of 
the department of space medi­ 
cine, School of Aviation Medi­ 
cine, at Randolph Air Force 
Base here. 
Steinkamp and other scien­ 
tists show guarded optimism 
over man’s ability to withstand 
the strains and stress of air 
travel. 
But he ¿aid. “ We’ve 
got to run other tests.” He let 
it be known that Farrell is just 
the first Air Force guinea pig 
for space flight tests. 


Damaged Jet 
Dropped Part

French Warn 
Tunisia On 
Blockade 


TUNIS W —The French gov­ 
ernment today warned Tunisia 
that further grave incidents 
might result from Tunisian ef­ 
forts to cut off supplies to the 
15.000 French troops still in 
the North African country. 
President Habib Bourguiba 
ordered the blockade of the 
French garrisons as part of his 
campaign to force the French 
out of his country in retaliation 
for the French bombing of the 
Tunisian village of Sakiet Sidi 
Youssef. 
The French 
warning was 
contained in a note delivered 
to Bourguiba’s chief minister, 
Bahi Ladgham, as the president 
was recording his weekly radio 
address to the nation for broad­ 
cast later today. 
In Paris, Foreign Minister 
Christian Pineau scheduled a 
speech on the Tunisian crisis 
in the National Assembly this 
afternoon. Earlier, the Assem­ 
bly voted 339-179 to eccept 
Premier Felix Gaillard’s ex­ 
planation that the bombing 
was in “ legitimate defense” 
against Algerian rebels head­ 
quartered in the village. 
Foreign ambassadors in Tu­ 
nisia who visited the village, 
however, reported to their gov­ 
ernments that most of the cas­ 
ualties appeared to be civil­ 
ians, as the Tunisian govern­ 
ment claimed. 
The Tunisians 
said 68 men, women and chil­ 
dren 
were killed, 84 were 
wounded and 10 were missing.

they may have to order a big 
tax cut to spark the nation’s 
lagging economy. 
They indicated an unwilling­ 
ness to go along with President 
Eisenhower’s “ chins up” fore­ 
cast of a business upturn next 
month. 
Informants said high admin­ 
istration officials also were in 
agreement with some key Dem­ 
ocratic 
lawmakers 
that 
the 
Federal Reserve Board must 
somehow 
be 
prodded 
into 
action to relax curbs on credit. 


“ If the Federal Reserve 
Board 
won’t 
make 
more 
funds available to the econ­ 
omy,” 
one key Democrat 
said, “ it’s likely that we’ll be 
forced into freeing funds 
through tax reduction.” 


He added that “The Federal 
Reserve Board still has its head 
in the clouds fighting infla­ 
tion” and apparently believes 
credit curbs should be retain­ 
ed to pull down prices. 


Sen. Robert S. Kerr (D-Okla.) 
said the President’s statement 
yesterday predicting an early 
economic upturn was “very 
unrealistic” as a review of cur­ 
rent conditions and “quite in­ 
accurate” as a forecast. 
He 
said it showed that Eisenhow­ 
er “is still insulated from the 
facts and almost immune to 
them.” 


Senate' Democratic whip 
Mike M a n s f i e l d , (Mont.) 
agreed the President’s ap­ 
praisal was “ too rosy, too 
glowing.” He said it did not 
dispel the need for pro­ 
grams that would provide 
“ spuds as well as Sputniks.” 


Republicans rallied behind 
the President with Lincoln Day 
dratory denouncing adminis­ 
tration critics as “the Democra­ 
tic gloom and doom brigade.” 


Commerce Secretary Sinclair 
Weeks exhorted Republicans 
to “slug back” and “ nail every 
reckless charge.” 
Labor Secretary James P. 
Mitchell said the administra­ 
tion’s economic record was un­ 
matched in U. S. history. 
He 
echoed the President’s predic­ 
tion of a substantial pickup in 
employment and business ac­ 
tivity by mid-summer. 
The 
President’s 
statement 
came on the heels of a govern­ 
ment report estimating unem­ 
ployment at close to 4,500,000 
in mid-January. 
It was coupled with plans 
for a two-billion dollar program 
of post office modernization 
which Postmaster General Ar­ 
thur 
M. 
Summerfield 
said 
would provide a “timely stimu­ 
lus” to the economy.

Once there was a steelhead fisherman, and all his neigh­ 
bors thought he was an idiot. That was not the case. The 
guy was victim to a disease, and I can nrove it! 
Like last weekend, when all sensible fishermen were 
huddled by the hearthside as 
they watched the rising waters, 
I decided there must be some 
place in the state where a guy 
could catch himself a steel- 
head. 
So I recalled a river in 
the south—where we fished 
one springtime when northern 
rivers were over their banks— 
and I figured maybe that would 
be the place to find clear water 
on this sopping weekend.

We also have 
in mind to try it at surf cast­ 
ing along the beaches when the 
salmon are close in.

stream—taking yards of line 
that always seemed to pass 
through submerged willows 
and under logs. 
These fish 
were hot to handle. 
We shot the breeze with a 
few fishermen who were visi­ 
bly disturbed at seeing an out­ 
sider on their favorite stream, 
and they grudgingly admitted 
that it takes more than six or 
seven days of normal rains to 
muddy the Big Sur. This infor­ 
mation, my friend, is what we 
idiotic steelhead fishermen re­ 
fer to as our ace in the hole, 
the clincher when things are 
at their worst, the buckshot in 
the rubber hose.

A proposal 
by Waldo 
G. 
Giacomini of Point Reyes Sta­ 
tion to dredge out the channel 
of Paper Mill Creek for re­ 
claiming some 400 acres of 
tidelands was up against the 
opposition today of the Marin 
Coast Chamber of Commerce. 
Giacomini has filed an ap­ 
plication with the Army Corps 
of Engineers for permission to 
do the dredging and construct 
a levee. 
He would widen the existing 
channel of the creek mouth to 
a uniform 100 feet from White- 
house Pool to Willow Point, a 
distance of about 11,000 feet.

Planners In Perplexity 


The entire row of business 
establishm ents 
on 
San

fàel’s Francisco boulevard may 
creep forward 10 feet closer to 
the highway in the next year 
or two.

when

Rafael 
Planning Commission granted 
tw o 
precedent-making 
vari­ 
ances, allowing two new build­ 
ings to go up at the edge of 
the property line on the north­ 
east side of Francisco boule­ 
vard. 
Approval came over the pro­ 
test of the city planner and 
public 
works 
officials, 
who 
warned that the new buildings, 
extending several feet beyond 
the rest of the frontages, could 
create a traffic hazard. 
The two buildings that won 
variances are the Ray Mariani 
building 
a t 
647 
Francisco 
boulevard, next to Hoag street, 
a n d 
t h e 
Borgward-Goliath 
building going up next to Tur- 
ko-Persian Rug Co. 
Public Works Supt. Norrie 
Rawles and Engineer Dominic 
Selmi said they were driving 
along Francisco ^several days 
ago when they noticed founda­ 
tions on the two buildings ex­ 
tending far in front of the row 
of other store fronts. 
They 
checked 
and 
found 
that an ordinance passed in 
1936 provides a 20-foot , set­ 
back from the property line. 
Buildings housing the Volks­ 
wagen agency and Rossi’s Ga­ 
rage are set back 10 feet, and 
the rest are about 15 feet back, 
Selmi told the commission. 
Attorney Howard K. More­ 
house, 
representing Mariani, 


declared his client had check­ 
ed with the building depart­ 
m ent several times and was 
told to go ahead with the build­ 
ing. The foundations are in, 
and prefabricated steel is al­ 
ready prepared. “If he has to 
move back 10 feet now, about 
$5,000 will go down the drain,” 
said Morehouse. 


Pat Hetherton, chairm an of 
the p l a n n i n g commission, 
pointed out that a city zoning 
ordinance passed in 1950 pro­ 
vides that in a m anufacturing 
area, like Francisco boulevard, 
buildings are allowed right to 
the property line. 


“I think the property owner 
is in the clear, unless public 
safety is involved,” declared 
Hetherton. 


City Atty. Albert E. Bag- 
shaw, called in to give a legal 
opinion, said he feels the 1986 
ordinance is still in effect. He 
advised 
the 
commission 
to 
recommend to the city council 
a repeal of the 1936 ordinance, 
if no setback is to be required 
on Francisco. 
“In my humble 
opinion,” 
said Rawles, “I think the city 
goofed. If officials had known 
about it, a perm it would never 
have been issued.” 
Since both the Mariani and 
the 
Borgward-Goliath 
build­ 
ings, under construction 
by 
Custom Builders, are already 
going up, the planners gave 
them the official go-ahead on a 
motion by Commissioner Carl 
Brown. The commissioners de­ 
cided the 1936 ordinance would 
be studied further before its 
repeal is recommended.

The aim 
of the show was to explain the 
workings of weather, and dur­ 
ing its hasty one-hour skim- 
over, a lot of information was 
presented, some of it in rea­ 
sonably uncluttered form.

(although

As foils for these superan­ 
nuated Rover boys, “The Un­ 
chained Goddess” had a team 
of cartoon characters who per­ 
sonified aspects of the weath­ 
er.
